Washington, Sept. 2 7 — Reduétion 
of bread prices will be recommended 
by the Food Administrator, Herbert 
Hoover, officially announced today. 
While he Is helpless to force low­ 
er prices directly, his recommenda­ 
tions are expected to be followed, as­ 
suring consumers a cheaper loaf. 
Mr. Hoover said: 
“ The 
Federal 
Trade Commission's inquiry into the 
cost of baking and distribution 
of 
bread is expected to be completed in 
a few days. As soon as this data can 
be properly considered, the food ad­ 
ministration intends to announce its 
views as to standard shape and com­ 
position of bread and to make rec­ 
ommendations to the bakers, retail­ 
ers and consumers as to co-operation 
in reduction of prices.” 
Mr. Hoover is expected to recom­ 
ment economies in deliveries and ap­ 
peal to consumers to buy over the 
counter. 
W hat standard 
size 
loaf 
sütr. 
Hoover will recommend was not indi­ 
cated. His advisers 
Incline 
toward 
European methods by which bread is 
marketed at prices much lower than 
in the United States. A four-pound 
loaf in England selis for 20c, or 5c a 
pound. This is made possible, how­ 
ever, by the government selling wheat 
at cost, or below.
